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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London, Sept. 6.— The Standard 
says it would be lnsli to draw any con 
L-hision from Sir Stafford Northcote's 
guarded references to free trade. He 
must know no greater calamity could 
happen conservatives, than to take office 
with such a programme, as foreshadow- 
ed in the speeches of Lowther and Sir 
l)eor»e Elliott. If conservatives are 
not prepared to advocate the return to 
protection, neither election can he con- 
sidered an unqualified conservative vic- 
tory though the government cannot af- 
ford to disregard the significance of its 
double defeat. 

Bishop Nulby of Meath, in a letter 
to Parnell, points out that the govern- 
ment only passed the land bill when it 
could not with any regard to its own 
safety and dignity withhold it a mo- 
ment longer. The true spirit of the 
govornment is shown in its persistent 
prosecution of men who made the pass- 
ing of the land bill necessary. The 
rejection of the whig candidate in Ty- 
rone county, will teach Gladstone a 
lesson that he cannot with impunity 
tritle with the expressed wish of Un- 
people. 

Limerick, Sept. t;. — There have 
been further riots during this roorninij. 
Soldiers who marched upon Ueorge 
street were stoned. They then charg- 
ed the mob, dispersing it in all direc- 
tions. During the riots yesterday 
there was no resident magistrate with 
the police, and the riot net was not 
read. The opinion is freely expressed 
that the police might have kept back 
the mob without firing. 

Dublin, Sept. G.— No politic a) in) 
portance whatever is attached to tie' 
deplorable occurrence at Limerick last 
night. The attack on the police «-n.;i 
inutle by a gang of roughs who have 
been waiting some time for a favor- 
able opportunity to revenge themselves 
on the force. Unfortunately the men 
who were wounded the most severely, 
as for instance O'Keefe, a railway por- 
ter, who is not expected to recover, 
were not concerned in the attack. The 
police aro condemned for their hasty 
action in firing on the people. 

Accounts received to-night say that 
the number of wounded has been very 
much., exaggerated, only some twelve 
people being injured with buckshot 
and one with a bayonet. Three are 
seriously wounded and one constable 
was seriously injured. The .shooting 
was precipitated by some hot-headed 
young policemen, who fired in disobe- 
dience to orders of the head constable 
in command. The town is still in an 
excited state. A later telegram from 
Limerick says it is apprehended that a 
renewal of the riot will take place to- 
night. .. The city is in a state of great 
excitement and feeling against the mi- 
litary is exceedingly bitter. The clergy 
are doing all they can to restore quiet. 
Upwards of twenty persons have been 
seriously injured, some fatally. The 
bayonet was freely used as well as (he 
pistol. 

London, Sept. G. — The 'Oloit says: 
Jefferson Davis arrived at Liverpool 
Sunday in the steamer Bernard Hall 
from j\ow Orleans. He is not in good 
health. After a short stay at the Adel- 
phi hotel he left for London by the 
Midland railway express. He declin- 
ed to be interviewed. 

Mormons to the number of f>50 sail 
ed to-day for Utah. Switzerland and 
Germany contribute the greater mini 
ber, 2000 Mormons have left Liver 
pool this summer. 

Bekli.n, Sept. G.~In the chess con I 
test to-day the game between Tucker 
ton and Goa resulted in a draw; .Mason 
beat L. Paulsen; Schwarts beat. .Mason, 
and Blackburn beat L. Paulsen. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 6.--(Jount 
Baronoff has just taken leave of the 
emperor. The interview was very 
abort and the reverse of cordial. All 
that the ex-prefect of police got an op- 
portunity of saying was this: "] think 
it my duty as a patriot and faithful 
subject of your majesty to warn you 
that a great movement will be made 
by nihilists in two or three months." 
The emperor curtly replied: "Your 
successor, M. Kasloff, has energy and 
wit enough to triumph over them," and 
turned his back on his visitor." 

St. Petersburg, Sept. li. — Two 
fresh numbers of the nihilist journal 
Willofthe People, dated Aug. 3rd and 
14th, have appeared in the form of sup 
ploments, promising publication of a 
full number at the beginning of Sep- 
tember. The numbers issued contain 
various warnings to. spies of their faith, 
a list of donations to the revolutionary 
fuudamounting to 5000 roubles; a listof 
100 nihilists arrested since November, 
and articles condemning the czar's 
policy and threatening the enemy a 
final blow. 



London, Sept. G. — The Morning Pout 
publishes the following: We are as 
sured that Roustan, the French minis 
terat Tunis, arrived at Paris to inform 
his government that the bey is undoubt- 
edly supporting the rebels, that he has 
received orders from Constantinople to 
encourage, and did with all the means 
in his power incite a general insur- 
rection. 

Paris, Sept. 5. — A passage in Gam- 
betta's speech at Newborough last night 
in which he declared that Sedan would 
have been wiped out if France had bail 
more steadfast hearts, and it' virtue, 
patriotism and independence, and dis- 
dain for the material enjoyments hud 
more largely prevailed, was loudly 
cheered.

NEW YOKK, Sept. I). - Another new 
nou steamship built for the Oregon Im- 
provement Co.by John Koach at Chester, 
l J a., arrived at :i pier m Brooklyn yes- 
tertlay. She is named, the Walla \\ alia, 
and will start in a few days for Portland, 
Oreaon. with a cargo of railroad material 
for the O. K. & N. Co. Tho now stoam- 
er has seven water tight compartments. 
.She is U3G feet Ion- and 40.V feet across 
beam, and her displacement capacity 5000 
tuns. Both her decks are uf iron, tho up- 
per one being three-quarters of an inch 
thick and covered with wood. Her deck 
houses are of iron and the mam deck is 
guarded by high iron bulwarks which run 
die entire length of vessel. Her engines 
are compound and of the very best make. 
Her saloon, which will accommodate 
thirty first-class passengors, is aft on tho 
upper and lower docks. Entrance to it 
•ire on either sido of the after deck house. 
The staterooms and dining saloon are well 
lilted up. Tho main deckhouse is cover- 
ed bv a hurricane deck, at the forward end 
of which is the pilot house. Tho captain s 
rooms are just aft of the latter, smdabove 
them is the oflicers' bridge. The galley, 
officors' quarters, &c, are in the mam 
deckhouse forward of tho engines. 1 he 
forecastle is at the forward end of the 
ship under the topgallant forecastle. Two 
large lifeboats hang in davit:; over the hur- 
ricane deck. The Walla Walla is pierced 
with four large hatches, each of which lias 
a large iron covering and is supplied with 
a patent steam winch. The model of the 
new vessel is a graceful one. Her bows 
are sharp and she has an overhanging 
stern. She is schooner rigged with a 
square sail on her foremast. She resem- 
bles the Umatilla of tho same line, winch 
started for the Pacific coast during the 
past summer. Tho Walla Walla will ply 
regularly between San Francisco and 
Seattle. She will carry coal from the latter 
port and will go back ill water ballast, for 
which sho has largo tanks in her hold. 

Haw. barque Chicalayo, from Binrard 
Inlet, arrived at Sydney on Aug. 24th. 

Steamship Victoria, from Nanaimo, ar- 
rived at San Francisco on the Gth Sept. 

The ship Chipman hauled alongside the 
H. B. Co. 'a wharf in Esquimalt harbor 
yesterday and to-day she will commence 
discharging steel rails. A track will be 
laid from the end of the wharf to where 
tho former pile of rails were stacked, near 
the famous stake driven years ago as the 
commencement of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. 

The barque Xenia was toned into this 
harbor yesterday by the stcimer Pilot 
and laid alongsido ,) anion's wharf. 

Steamer Pilot leaves to day with the 
barque Magellan in tow for Burrard In- 
let. Sho will then cross over for coal at 
Departure Bay and returning will bring 
down the French barque dean Pierre, 
lumber laden from Hasting mill.

Dickson was takon into Child's drug store 
and Dr. Ghiselin and another physician 
called. They examined tho injuries and 
concluded not to attempt to reduce the 
fracture until to-day. Dr. Dickson was 
then conveyed to his home. He says he 
cannot identify the man who struck him. 
He is described by several persons who 
saw him throw tho stone as a tall man 
with a white shirt, long beard and very 
neatly dressed.

Another lady stated that the dog came 
Hying at her several times, but did not 
bite her. 

Defendant -Ever since 1 got the notice 
the dog has been chained up. 

A gentleman testified that his wife came 
home on two occasions and said she had 
been attacked by defendant's dog ; the 
defendant was then absent from the city ; 
told the owner of the dog on her return 
the attacks it had made and asked her to 
have it killed; sho said no one .hire kill 
the dog. 

Defendant 1 aid not. I deny that. It s 
not the truth. 

Witness -She .said she would muz/le 
him and keep him chained; 1 said the dog 
must be killed, 
j Defendant Did my dog ever bile your 
sou or your wife and daughter l 

Witness -No; be attacked my wife 
twice anil once broke the comb on her 
head. 

Defendant You came to my door lute 
a roaring lion seeking whom you might 
devoiir.° (Laughter.) I treated you like 
a gentleman. 

Witness- -And didn't I treat you like a 
ladv? 

Defendant said sho had been lu Yale 
and the dog was left there to protect her 
property. After she got the notice she 
sent him to Laing's yard ami when she 
roturned ho used to sleep at her bedroom 
door. The children of the last witness 
had annoyed her dog on two occasions and 
when the lady was bitten she had offered 
to shoot the dog. 

Mr. Davie having addressed the Court, 
The magistrate said he had no power to 
order tho dog to bo destroyed; lie could 
only tine tho defendant. 

The defendant said she had got I he dog 
from Mi. Edwin Johnson. It was a gentle 
animal, and she was afraid to sleep at 
night without him at tho door. The dog 
is now gone.

Eloquont Roply to the Civic Aadress. 



At precisely 3 o'clock Sir Charles Tup 
per, accompanied by his Worship the 
Mayor, Councillors Boyd, McLean, Shakes- 
peare, Wriglea worth, Kinsman, Vigelius 
and Smith, Messrs. Wilson, Williams and 
Drummond, M. P. Ps., Senator Mae- 
donald, Dr. Tolmie, Col. Laurie and oth- 
ers appeared on the stage. The theatre 
was densely crowded, many ladies being 
among the audience. In the private boxes 
were Lady Tapper, Hon. Mr. and Mrs. 
Trutch, Mrs. Turner, Andrew Robertson, 
Esq., Hon. Dr. Parker, Col. and Mrs. 
Clarke, Chief Engineer Schrieber and 
several other ladies and gentlemen. 

LI ia Worship the Mayor said that the 
object of the meeting was to present an 
address of congratulation to Sir Charles 
Tuppor. That address, he observed, re- 
presented the views of a majority of the 
people of this province, who regarded the 
Dominion government as their true 
friend, and they presented the address 
in full confidence that Sir Charles' pres- 
ence would have the etl'ecL of removing 
all the difficulties under which the Pro- 
vincelaborotl. Ho believed that all difficul- 
ties would be swept away by Sir Charles 
Tupper and [that the true benefits of 
confederation would then bo realized. 
(Oheors.) 

W. Leigh, Esq., Town Clerk, then read 
the following 

address: 

Honorable Mr diaries Tapper, I '. 11 , Kn 'njlil

and Canals: 
Silt: — 1. The Mayor and Councillors of | 
the city of Victoria beg to extend to you I 
as a minister of the Crown and one of Ca- 
nada 'a most eminent statesmen a eordi.il i 
and hearty welcome on your arrival for 
the Drat time in this remote Province anil 
to express the hope that your visit will 
boasource of pleasure to yourself as well ' 
as of interest and advantage !>• the whole 
Dominion. 

2. We know that you have taken deep 
interest in the great public questions which 
have been discussed and agitated for s,. ! 
many years, and which are of such vital 
importance to this Province. 

.'i. Wo acknowledge with satisfaction ' 
the vigorous action taken by the govern- I 
uiont of which you are an active andhnn- I 
oured momher, on its accession to office, I 
after the last general election and the in- 
tention evinced of treating this province 
with some degree of justice. 

4. We also have to express our satis- 
faction with the agreement made by the 
Dominion Government with a syndicate 
of capitalists having for its object the 
construction of the Canadian Pacific Kail- 
way from the Atlantic in the I'acitie in, 
ten years, believing the advantages ex- 
pected to How from such a policy will be 
folly realized by the whole Dominion. 

o. We now come to a question which 
more immediately affects the inhabitants 
of Vancouver Island, and although we are 
fully aware that all negotiating on this 
subject belongs to the ProvinciidJGovern- 
meiit, yet representing as wo do the larg- 
est municipality and the capital of the 
Province, whose interests are largely iden- 
tified with this question, we feel it our 
duty to call your attention to (he long 
delay in the commencement of the Es- 
quimau and Nanaimo Railway, the im- 
mediate construction of which was agreed 
on by tho Dominion seven years ago, and 
to express our deep regret that your gov- 
ernment did not place this short piece of 
railway under contract this year; and u e 
would particularly call your attention to 
the very serious injury that this Tslaml 
has suffered through the many years o I 
delay in tho construction of this impor- 
tant section of the trans-continental rail- 
way; we venture to hope that one of i he 
principal objects of your visit to this pro 
viuco is to arrange with the Provincial 
Government for the speedy commence- 
ment of the Esquimalt and Nanaiino 
Railway. 

0. No doubt you are aware that the 
Dominion Railway belt of valuable land 
on Vancouver Island and on the Main- 
land has been withheld from sale or pre- 
emption for many years, to the manifest 
injury of the Province, and in conse- 
quence many intending settlers have been 
driven from our shores to (ind a home in 
t head joining United States and Territories. 

7. As you are aware, had the original 
terms of union been carried out, instead 
of travelling for oOOO miles through a 
foreign country you would have been able 
to have visited us by the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway (as the date fixed for its com- 
pletisn has now passed) still tho circui- 
lious route taken by you doubtless has 
if a advantage, that it has impressed you 
with, the astonishing effects produced in 
neighbouring states and territories by 
the construction of railways and the set- 
tlement of the public lands. 

8. One of the principal inducements 
«hich led British Columbia to enter con- 
federation was the opening of the Province 
by the Dominion so as to develop the 
resources, settle the agricultural lauds 
and bring in population, but so far we I 
havo had to sutler from neglect in this 
tespect, but we hope that during your 
atayainongst us arrangements will beinade j 
by which the Dominion land:, in this' 
province will be thrown open to settle-; 
went on liberal terms and that you will 1 
take steps to secure fur British Columbia 
a share of the immigration by which 
Manitoba and the North-West are being 
built up. 

y. We also wish to call your attention 
to tho subject of our harbor improve- 
ments and would urge upon you the great 
advantage it would be to the commerce of 



dredged; we believe this could be carried 
out at a comparatively small outlay. 

10. Another question having relation 
to tho welfare and morality of the city is 
that tho Provincial Government should 
be empowered to pass an act, giving this 
municipality authority to pass a bylaw for 
preventing the congregation of Indians 
within the city limits (except under cer- 
tain restrictions,) 

11. We would also invito your atten- 
tion to tho unsatisfactory position in 
which this city has, from the time of 
union been placed, in regard to quaran- 
tine matters and hope the Dominion gov- 
ernment may apply a speedy and satisfac- 
tory remedy. 

12. We hope that your stay amongst 
us maybe prolonged sufficiently to enable 
you to obtain by personal examination a 
thorough knowledge(of the great resources 
of Vancouver Island and the Mainland, 
which we have no doubt yon will find 
equal to (if not superior) (.'those of any 
portion of the Dominion. 

13. We also wish to extend a hearty 
welcome to Lady Tupper, hoping that hei 
ladyship and you may have a most enjoy 
ablo visit and a safe return to the capital 
of the Dominion.

At tho conclusion of the leading there 
was a loud manifestation of applause. 

Sir Charles Tupper came forward and 
was received with round after round of 
cheers. Whe the manifestations had 
subsided Sir Charles thanked tho audi- 
ence for their welcome. Lady Tupper 
and himself and the friends who accom- 
panied them had been everywhere most 
kindly received. It was impossible to 
overstate the Comfort which had been 
offered them and the hospitality they had 
met with on all sides during their stay 
here, and he would assure his eastern 
friends that all that was required to re- 
ceive a kind reception at tho hands of 
British Columbians was to visit them. 
(Cheers.) In 1858 when in England, he 
had had his imagination fired by the elo- 
quent speech of tho then colonial minis- 
ter (Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton) and ever 
since then he had felt an abiding in- 
terest in tho welfare of this country. 
(Cheers.) Many of those who hoard or 
read tho speech of Her Majesty at the 
opening of parliament that year, when a 
transcontinental railway through British 
territory, flanked by prosperous colonies 
along its length and breadth, was first ad- 
vised, must have thought that it expressed 
rather the glowing imagination of a poet 
than the sober reality of a statesman. 
Put he (Sir Charles) had lived long 
enough to find the belief expressed 
by the eminent statesman actually being 
I realized far in advance even of the idea as 
expressed at that time. (Cheers.) In 
1800, in the city of St. John, Sir Charles 
continued that he delivered a speech in 
which he pointed out the necessity of con- 
federating under one government the 
whole of British North America, and ven- 
tured to express the hope that he might 
live to see the day when the empire of 
British North America should be presided 
over by a Prince of the Blood. (Cheers.) 
He had not lived to see that day, but he 
had lived to seo a better one— when all 
British North America was welded into 
one un ted and prosperous empire, presid- 
ed over by a scion of the great house of 
Argyle, who had had the benefit of exper- 
ience in the greatest of all legislative 
assemblies the British House of Com- 
mons (cheers) and who had for a consort 
a Princess of tho Blood. Sir Charles paid 
a warm tribute to the Princess Louise, 
and caused a fresh outbreak of applause 
by the announcement that H. It. 
II. would shortly return to Can- 
ada with her health entirely restored. 
Adverting to the address just read, Sir 
Charles continued that he endorsed and 
approved of the policy of approaching 
Ministers with a statement of the views 
and claims of the people. So far from 
objecting to it he felt that when Ministers 
were made acquainted with tho wants 
and wishes of the people the great object 
of a visit was attained. The standpoint 
from which people looked at matters had 
a great deal to do with their opinion. 
The address had done no more than jus- 
tice to the Canadian Government when it 
credited them with a desire to advance 
the best interests of the province. No 
one was more keenly alive to the Impor- 
tance of British Columbia to the Confed- 
eration than Sir John Macdonald- -the 
senior member for this constituency — and 
it was fortunate that that distinguished 
gentleman should have the advantage of 
representing a constituency such as he 
was now addressing. Every section of j 
the Dominion had been placed under ob- 
ligations by tho broad and handsome j 
j manner in which Victoria had tendered 
Sir John a seat (cheers). It would have 
J given Sir John Macdonald great pleasure 
to stand where he did today; but, the 
state of his health rendered a visit to 
' England imperative. Nothing could cx- 
. coed the desire of tho Premier to see 
j everything done to meet the just claims 
I of this people; but ho (Sir Charles) was 
' afraid that some did not rightly estimate 
I the difficulties which the Government 
j had encountered. The history of the 
j world ditl not present an instance of a 
j work so gigantic as the consolidation of 
] this empire and construction of the trans- 
continental railway. The difficulty was 
great, and yet the Government of which 
lie was a member had successfully grap- 
pled with all (cheers). It had taken a 
broad and statesmanlike view of the great 
questions, and to-day were carrying them 
on to a successful consummation. (Pro- 
longed cheering.) Ho believed the mag- 
nificent coastline, the fisheries and for- 
ests, the mountains that were the seat of 
untold treasures of gold, silver and coal, 
and the delightful climate of this province 
could never be properly developed or un- 
derstood except under one strong govern- 
ment. To give British Columbia a posi- 
tion which Cod and Nature intended it 
should enjoy, it was necessary thai the 
Government of which ho was a member 
should grapple with this great work. He 
was not going to say that the tonus ac- 
corded British Columbia were too favor- 
able; but from the day those tonus were 
first published down to tho present the 
government of Sir John Macdonald had 
met with the sternest opposition from the 
liberal party. No person believed that 
those terms were cast iron — that they wort! 
like a hard and fast bargain which must 
be kept although the country should be 
ruined. (Hear, hear.) The government 
felt they were dealing with men who were 
part of themselves and who in case they 
saw a disposition to keep good faith would 
utter no complaint. (Cheers.) The gov- 
ernment of Sir John Macdonald lost no 
time and spared no means in carrying out 
tho spirit of those terms. It would be 
impossible for any men to do more than 
they did in trying to carry out the obli 



effort to keep faith with British Columbia. 
He could not see how there could be a 
difference of sentiment iu British Colum- 
bia. The people should be as united as 
their representatives in tho Senate and 
the House of Commons. (Cheers.) In 
the absence of the leaders of the opposi- 
tion he would not enter into any lengthy 
criticisms of Mr. Mackenzie's live years of 
power, but he would say that from the 
date of the committal 'if Sir John's gov- 
ernment to the terms of union the con- 
servative party had had to light for Brit- 
ish Columbia. Sir Charles next referred 
to the deplorable financial condition in 
which his government received the eouii- 
try_ from Mr. Mackenzie's hands. The 
deficit was appalling, but in the face of 



deration with, the Dominion. (Cheers.) 
Helmd no doubt (hat the local govern- 
ment would give every assistance in pro- 
viding for the early construction of tho 
Ksquimalt and Nanajtnd railway. Ho 



I could assure the people that the local 
I government was not more anxious than 
j the Dominion government to effect an 
arrangement. The matter of dredging 
| the harbor was in the hands of Ids col- 
league Sir Hector Langcvin, who would 
doubtless give it every attention. The 
question of the Indians 'was a matter for 
Sir John Macdonald's department, to 
whom that portion of the address would 
be referred. Sir Charles complimented 
the thrift and general appearance of the 
Indians he had seen in the province, say 



that they had not shrunk from the task I ing he thought them well advanced to- 



they had undertaken. Any government 
would have been justified in refusing to 
grapple with the railway, but they did 
not. The interest i of Columbia demand- 
ed the sacrifice and they had to find 
means to open up the great Northwest 
and extend the railway to this pro- 
vince. (Cheers.) Sir Charles next ad- 
verted to the difficulties the government 
had encountered in 1871 when com- 
mencing the surveys, being met in the 
threshhold mth stupendous obstacles. 
When they came back to power 
in 1X7* they sought all possi- 
ble information respecting the best 
route, examined the Peace River 
country and Pine Pass and finally adopt- 
ed the presont route as the best tlmt 



;oiild be found. They then came down applause. 



wards civilization. 

In conclusion, Sir Charles apologized 
for his somewhat lengthy address, but 
said it was not often that lie had had the 
advantage of addressing an assemblage of 
a«i many gentlemen who were interested in 
building up an empire. Ho believed in 
the Old Flag (cheers) which wits ever in 
the van of human progress and liberty, 
and said Ihat under the influence of glor- 
ious British institutions, which were the 
admiration of the world, with a climate 
that produced hardy men and women, 
and every resource that contributed to the 
happiness anil prosperity of mankind, 
Canadians would become a great and pow- 
erful nation. 

Sir Charles retired amid long-continued 



to parliament with contracts for the com- 
mencement of the work and have already 
obligated themselves to expend tf8,000,- 
000 on the Yale-Savona sections, so as to 
bring the large agricultural sections of the 
country within easy communication with 
the waters of the Pacific. (Cheers.) They 
had encountered all the opposition the 
liberal party could summon to their aid. 
He believed that every just man w ithin 
sound of his voice would say that it was 
impossible fur a govemmoiil to do more 
than they had d.me. (Prolonged cheers, i 
At this moment .Mr. Blake- tho able load- 
er of the opposition- was in his (Sir 
Charles') own province, going from town- 
ship to township, passing rrom one con- 
stituency to amdher -laboring to con- 
vince the people that the conservative 
government has ruined Canada, ((.'beers 
and hisses and a voice "send him out here 
and we'll know what to do with him. ) 
Sir Charles said that he was glad to find 
there was only one person in the i;i<l au 
dience who believed in the policy of the 
opposition. He feared lie had nol read 
the current literature of the day. ( Laugh - 
| tor.) The government were more than 
carrying out the Carnarvon terms. Those 
I terms asked till 1S!»0 to build the railway 
; to Lake Superior only. This government 
I required till 1K!)1 to build the railway 
j from ocean to ocean to provide an im- 
! broken line of rail from Halifax to i!ie 
| shores of I he Pacific. (Ureal cheers.) II 
j was impossible In overestimate the impor 
i tancc of this arrangement. 

He now came to that portion of the ad- 
dress which referred to the construction 
of the line from Ksquimalt In Nanaiino, 
(cheers) and iu approaching it he wished 
to correct the statement in the address 
that he had come to British Columbia 
with a mission to perform in that respect. 
He did not wish to appear before this in- 
I telligont audience of ladies and gentlemen ' 
under false pretenses. (Laughter.) He 
was here as the head of the department of 
| railways and canals and in respect to a 
great work which was being performed 
under that department. Il was necessary ! 
• for him to inform himself respecting the ' 
progress of that work and as he felt' that 
lie could spare tune to take a rapid run 
through a portion of the country it had 
been decided that he should come out. 
He desired to deal with the island rail- I 
way matter in a spirit of perfect frankness ! 
and sincerity. Nothing would be gained 
by concealing matters. It was better to 
have a frank' interchange of sentiment. 
He would be doing great injustice to the 1 
government of which he was a member if 
he failed In toll them no object was near 
er their hearts than that of the construc- 
tion of Esquimalt and Nanaiino 
railway. Nothing would give the 
government greater pleasure than to 
complete this hue. But the people should | 
remember that it was the last straw that 
broke the camel's back. The supporters 
of the government had loyally aided them 
in the passage of the transcontinental 
scheme, and the railway had been secured j 
to the tidewaters of the Pacific. The ! 
government would do all in their power i 
to do justice to the Province in realizing 
its aspirations, and SirJohn had address^ 
ed a letter to the head of the Canadian 
Pacific syndicate slating how anxious 
the government was to have them under- 
take the line. Nothing was lefl unsaid i 
that was calculated to inspire the syndicate 
with a desire to build the road, and the 
syndicate had asked Mr. Andrew Rob- 
ertson, one of the leading merchants and 
ablest men in Montreal, to come to British 
Columbia, institute enquiries and report 
his impressions. L'pon his return to 
Canada SirJohn will meet the syndicate 
and an effort will be made to find a s..|n 
lion for a difficulty that lay so near to 
their hearts, and that of Sir .John and his 
government. (Cheers). They now had 
the whole story before them. 

Sir Charles next proceeded to draw aglow 
ing picture of Victoria and Esquimalt as 
the golden gate of the Canadian Pacific. 
The construction of the Canadian Pacific 
railway would, he said, change the whole 
nature of the country and its business, 
and would develop its great resource.-,. It 
was the energy of capitalists thai had 
built, up this town, and what would I hey 
not do when taking advantage of the 
change that would be sure to follow in the 
wake of (he railway. (Cheers.) The 
traffic of the east would bo large no 
doubt, but there was a greater traffic which 
would spring from an interchange of 
commoditiesand resources and which would 
make Canada truly the Greater Britain 



The Mayor called for three cheers for 
SirJohn Macdonald and the Dominion 
government, feeling sure that they will 
carry out the agreement and secure the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo railway. 

Three cheers were given with a will and 
were followed by three hearty cheers lor 
Sir Charles Tupper, and three equally 
hearty cheers lor Lady Tupper. 

Sir Charles proposed three cheers for 
I he Mayor ami City Council which were 
given. 

Sir Charles thanked the vast audience 
lor the attention they had paid to his re- 
marks, and more particularly for the kind 
manner in which they had received the 
names of Sir John Macdonald and Lady 
Tupper. He could assure them that it 
would not bo either Lady Tupper 's or his 
' fault if they did not soon meet again.

the relaxation of the other terms of union 
which was admitted by that settlement. 
Wo fool assured, however, that the pres- 
ont government will do all that they can 
to remove the disadvantages under which 
we labor in this respect. 

As regards tho Graving Dock, we are 
glad to seo that this important work is 
now proceeding, although slowly; and we 
hope you may be able to urge a more ac- 
tive prosecution of this essential to our 
province. 

We regret that the government saw- 
fit to remove the Dredger from Victoria 
harbor where it was doing valuable work, 
as theharbor isgradually "silting up, "and 
whicha verysniallamount of steady dredg- 
ing would entirely prevent. This, at the 
present time, is a subject of much impor- 
tance on account of the increasing ship- 
ping interests of the port of Victoria, and 
wo hope some provision will bo made to 
prosecute this work at an early period. 
Appreciating as wo do, the improvement 
to the harbor by the removal of Beaver 
rock, just completed, wo trust that the re- 
maining impediments to navigation may 
shortly be removed, chief among which 
we may mention Tuzo and Dredger 
rocks. 

'fhe present system of pilotage districts 
leads to a groat deal of dissatisfaction on 
the part of masters of vessels, owing to 
tho conflict of authorities which at present 
exist in having ipeeitd pilots for each dis- 
trict. Vessels as a rule call at this port 
on their way to Burrard Inlet and Nanaimo 
and the pilots for these ports are put to 
much unnecessary expense in consequence 
of their having to maintain an additional 
number of pilot vessels. We recommend that 
some arrangement be made by which pilot 
licenses shall extend over the three dis- 
tricts, reserving to the different hoards 
thoir local authority. We have already 
endeavored to arrange such a scheme hut 
without success. 

During the visit here of Mr. Gisborne 
(general superintendent of telegraph and 
signal service), we urged upon him the 
advisability of laying a second telegraph 
cable from Homo point on Vancouver Is- 
land to some opposite point in Washing 
ton Territory which met with his approv- 
al (or approbation), but we are sorry to 
find that no stops, up to the present, have 
been taken in this direction, and as the 
winter season is approachingduring which 
interruptions most frequently occur, we 
are anxious (extremely) to seo the matter 
taken in hand without delay. This is es- 
pecially desirable as it is the intention of 
the Puget Sound Telegraph Company In 
extend thoir telegraph system to Cape [ 
Flattery, with which the proposed cable 
would connect. 

Whilst appreciating tho "rebate oi 
customs duties" now allowed on tin plates j 
used in the "canning business" and ex I 
ported foreign wc strongly urge that the 
rebate bo increased to an amount equal 
to the actual duty paid on all raw mater- I 
ials used, in order that tho important in- I 
dustry of canned fish and of fish oils may ! 
be fostered to the utmost. With reference j 
to the Washington treaty which makes 
provision for the admission of "flail and [ 
fish oils" into tho United States free of] 
duly we would mention that this prov- 
vince is debarred from the benefits of said 
treaty and bog to press upon the Dominion 
Government the nocossity of providing 
for the extension of these privileges to 
the products of this province. 

Under the "terms of union" the govern- 
ment of Canada undertook tho encourage- 
ment and maintainanee of quarantine 
matters, but beyond the appointment of a 
quarantine officer no provision has j 
been made in regard to them. We 
recommend that in view of the large j 
immigration induced by railway con- 
struction it is of great importance that a | 
quarantine station should be established ] 
hero without delay. We also take tho 
liberty of referring you to the petition 
from this board praying for more froquent 
and regular mail communication between 
Puget Sound and this Province. Wo then 
Htated that the additional service asked 
for (viz. a daily mail) could be secured for 
a slight increase in the present subsidy, 
and we have now no reason to change the 
views then expressed. We therefore so- 
licit your hearty support in this matter. 
Wo would further point out the necessity 
of some general provision being made in 
relation to bankruptcy — this subject has 
boon frequently urged and is a matter of 
vital importance to the mercantile inter- 
ests of this province. 

Wo havo alluded to a great number of 
subjects of more or less importance in 
this address and feel assured that they 
will be referred to the proper quarter anil 
will receive every consideration, and wo 
trust that we. may look forward iu future 
to the annual presence of some member 
of the Dominion Cabinet in this Pro- 
vince, as the more its vast resources are j 
examined and its advantages noted the I 
more chanco there will be of an inllux of 
population to develop the hidden wealth 
of our seas, lands and rivers. Wo regret I 
that your stay has been so brief but look- 
forward to a time when you can make a j 
more lengthened sojourn among us, and 
in conclusion wo trust that both you and I 
Lady Tupper will look back to this expo- I 
dition as one of t he pleasant memories of' 
your lives.
